Mr* Dulles: 


a) Briefly discussed his meeting with Senators Russell, 
Byrd and Saltoastal 1 on 1 February 1957 and noted that: 

1) Apparently there are other agencies in the same boat as CIA 
regarding funds for new construction. The Director said he did 
not believe there is any possible chance of this Ageacy*s 
receiving a supplemental appropriation for the new building 
unless such an appropriation is approved for all agencies 
requiring additional funds for construction already approved, 
(ACTION; Hr, I I will ins ure that CIA is included in any 
overall supplemental request for additional building funds;) 

2) Senator Byrd is still deeply concerned about the size of 
the Agency 9 s headquarters staff, Mr* Dulles said, however, the 
Senator appeared to be satisfied that we should have as many 
people as we require to perform our overseas activities. The 
Director went on to say he had discussed at some length the 
activities of headquarters and why it is necessary to have our 
present strength, and at the end of this discussion Senator 
Russell seemed to understand, however. Senator Byrd indicated 

h e would like t o see a f une tional breakdown of our headquarter s* 
strength. Col, White noted his people are in the process of 
preparing such a study but he was having trouble in keeping it 
down to a 30 minute presentation. The Director commented if this 
study could be prepared within the next week or ten days. Senator 
Byrd and others would have more free time now than later and he 
believed this presentation could therefore be lengthened in order 
to give the full picture. Mr, Aaory suggested the study include 
comparative costs for maintaining people at headquarters and 
abroad. For example, he noted there are probably a number of 
jobs which could be performed overseas but In the long run 
would cost a good deal more due to the cost of travel, allowances, 
etc, — therefore we are in fa ct effecting an overall saving 
for the government. Mr. I I suggested that we should also 
stress the size of our registries and the amount of biographic 
information these activities perform not only for CIA bat for 
the government as a whole, and in particular providing information 
in the Communist field. The Director said we might also bring 
out the fact that a good deal of our work is contracted to cleared 
private organizations in order to cut down on personnel,
